Yesterday a well known and 
wenlthy gontloman. of this city donosited 
four largo bars supposed to bo gold with 
tho assayor to bo refined and mado into 
standard gold bars. Tho gentleman said 
the bars wore from California and wore 
estimated to bo worth aboii* glO,000 each, 
or $40,000 for the four,"'aiit( that tho iksaay 
which ho had inadeboforo showed blio bars 
to be about 74 per cent fine. The bars 
wero focoivod aiid receipted for in tho 
usual form and the gentleman deijnrted in 
full oonlidencc that he had g40,000 in 
gold in tho hands of "Uncle Sain." Tho 
HUflpiciona uf Graham, tho rocoivor of tho 
dopoaita.were uxcited by tho light weight 
of the bars, their apeciiic gravity being 
ab*?ub 89, whereas tho specific gravity of 
gold is 193. Samples were taken from 
the four bars .ind assayed wlieii it was 
found that the b;U'.4 wero of copper with a 
thin wash of gold on tho outsido. In 
short, tho four bars turned out to bu worth 
about four dollars iiiatead of §40,OU(). Up 
to noon to-iliiy the gontloman had not 
called to a.sccrtaiii tho result of the assiiy. 
It ia evident a fraud has been porpotrited 
on him and tliat ho is numbered among 
the victims of the gold brick trick."

A Policy of l>rocra8tLnation on the Tart of the 
UiiltedStates Qoveriunent-The 'Wallow- 
ing Thetis to Sail Around the 
Horn. 

WAsnmisroN, April 12. — There ia a 
crisis pending in rsgjird to tho seal tish- 
ories if tho govorniiient intends to protect 
itsolf from spoliation at tho bands of 
Dri.iflh sealers. Four of tlioso vessels lie 
at Sitka under sei'/uie for talking seals in 
violation of tho liiw. In the diplomatic 
correspond unco with England over these 
seizures, the stiito department has main- 
tained the jurisdiction of tlio United StatcB 
to be beyond thu three mile limit, on tho 
principle of ineiiaiiring from headland to 
headland, a priiioi]dB which it denies 
stoutly when applied by the C:uiadiaii 
authorities U> bar out foreign, intrusion in 
the Biiy of Fundy and ailjaeeiit watera. 
.Socrotjiry Bayard h;ia pointed nut to the 
English governineiit that Russia .-lasort.s 
thia principle in dealing ."ith foieignera 
on hor Galiuig coiists, and has mado rc- 
])e»ted seizures of Britisli vessels outside 
of tlie threes-mile limit -without eftectivo 
jirutost from tho British atithoritios. 

In diplomatic circles it is .said, liowevor, 
the critical relations hutwoen (Jreat liritjiiii 
aiid Russia, growing out of their diverse 
interests in tho cast, oporaiteas a restraint 
upon the former power in regard to the 
bold, open eea seiztires by Russian eruis- 
ors. As an argumont by Secrotaiy Bay- 
ard to defend the position of the .Ainori- 
can goveriunent in tbo sei/Aire of British 
sealers, it is considerod rather sin irt and 
elTeclivu. Tho upshot of the cabinot, con- 
iiultatiou is tho policy of procrastination. 
Nothing is to bo done in cither tho Cana- 
dian or Alrtskan tisliories matters, for the 
liroHont, except that revenue cutters in 
Alaskan waters an; lo be- instructed to 
keep a vigilant \v:itcdi nu the two wealing 
rookeries with conventional liinita. 

The Thotis is to sail around tho Horn 
without instructions other than tho usual 
naval orders to pi-uceed to port. Slio is 
to wait further orders in Sun Fiiinci.sco. 
Tho long delay in gutting \u v leaily for 
sea has mado it inip<.«siblu for her, under 
tho most favorable conditions, to ri'.-icli 
Alaska in time to Lo of any aorvice during 
tho approaching sealing season. Under 
sail and steam tho Thotis wallows along 
about eight; miles na hour wlien she does 
not have to lie to.

Tiioy liave 
encouraged the industry in every reiisoii- 
ablo way, by collating practical itif'.)rum- 
tion in regard to the extent and vabio of 
the ledges, and now by dovtiting a lai-iio 
sum to aid in their developinent,_ and 
we may sliortly witness tt largo inllu;L 
of eaiiital into tho country for the 
l)iir|)ose of itive.'itineiif. in duvelopiiig 
our known rich ipiarty. deposits. 
Wo may well beliiive that uniler .stii'h 
favorable auspices there will be stieli .-i 
boom in the district as h;vs never been 
known before; and it will 1)0 in tlie largest 
measure di'.u to the action of the 
present guvermiaint. And yet Mr. Road- 
ley would ask that the elect(n'8 condemn 
tliat jiolioy by pioforring hiiu to tlio Hon. 
Air. Vernon ! 

The proposed construction of the Cari- 
boo railway will be a boon in itself sufli- 
ciont to prove that tho administration de- 
serves the COlitideiico of the eleetorate. 
The line will probably iutcraeeb the 
Canadian Paciiic railway at Van liorne, 
opening up the country to settleiuent ;md 
conferring upon it iiiculculable boiiutits. 
It would seem that the government has 
left no stone unturned to conserve tlio 
best interests of the interior, and has 
shown tho most commendabio zeal in 
carrying out groat public worka aiul pro- 
jecting now ones. 

Upon such grounds the chief eomniis- 
sioner of lands and works appeals to his 
constituents, and wo cannot doubt tluit 
the answer of the electors wiU be his 
triumphant return. If tUoy choose to 
send to the leglslatiifoa [,'entleinaii who is 
ojiposod to the broad, sUiteanuiulikc policy 
of the present administration tiiid leject ;i 
cabinet minister who is in full accord with 
his colleagues on the necessity of interior 
develoj)ineilt, thoy willuuly be acting con- 
trary to their beat interests- -to their 
future pro.sperity. Tlio honorable chief 
conuuissiouor ia identilied with tlie dis- 
trict; his interests are its interests, and ho 
may bo dopoiided upon to deal it out that 
justice in the future which has been its 
portion in tho past. 

Mr. Roadloy shows his ignorance in a 
most lameiitablo mininer by stilting that 
"it has always bcsn tho rule to have the 
elections in the various districta on tliu 
same day," and then twaddling along in a 
vain afcteinpliifcSfprove^tha in holding the 
elections in Yale and Oowichan on difTor- 
ent days the gf)vernmont have been guilty 
of soniothing terribly wrong. Having no 
grievance, tlie would-bo momber for \, -de 
makos ono. Tho genenil elections in tliLs 
province are held siinultaneoual}'', o.xceiit 
in the c.i.sc (for obvious reasons) of Kooto- 
nay tind Cassiar, but we have yet to iearii 
that tho s;imu rule holds good with respect 
to bye-olections. As a matter of fact it 
does not, either in this province or any 
other in the Doiuhiion, and it is a very 
rare thing indeed to find such elections 
held on tho same day. Mr. Roodlcy's 
contention is childish in the oxtronio and 
does not speak very highly of liis intelli- 
gence. 

We learn that Mr. Roadlej' baa not 
faintest oliiiiico of election, but for 
that reason the friends of tho gov- 
ernment aiul of the cliief commis- 
sioner ought to relax no efTorta to send 
him back with such a majority aa will 
tell the peoplo of British Columbia that 
they are in full nccurd with tlie enlerpriso 
exhibited by tho government of t iio pro- 
vince.
